TENTATIVE  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  AUDITOR 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

To  the 

GOVERNOR  AND  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF   1933 

January  25th,  1933 

Hon.  J.  C.  B.  Ehringhaus,  Governor, 

and 
The  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  tentative  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  Auditor,  which  report  is  an  explanation,  so 
far  as  I  can  make  it,  as  to  why  the  annual  report  of  this  De- 
partment has  not  been  submitted  for  the  years  ending  June  30, 
1931,  and  June  30,  1932. 

Article  Fourteen,  Section  Three  of  the  Constitution  of  North 
Carolina  provides :  "And  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  public  money  shall  be  annually  published." 

Under  Section  7675,  Consolidated  Statutes,  sub-section  two, 
the  Auditor  is  required  "to  report  to  the  Governor  annually,  and 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  the  beginning  of  each  biennial  session 
thereof;  a  complete  statement  of  the  funds  of  the  State,  of  its 
revenues  and  of  the  public  expenditures  during  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  .  .  ." 

In  1931  the  State  Auditor  included  in  his  request  sufficient 
amount  to  have  printed  the  annual  report  as  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  Law.  The  legislature  of  North  Carolina  allowed 
sufficient  appropriation  to  the  State  Auditor  to  have  this  report 
printed. 

The  Budget  Bureau,  in  defiance  of  law,  has  refused  to  allot 
sufficient  funds  to  the  State  Auditor's  Department  to  enable  him 
to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Law  in 
having  the  report  printed.  I  have  not  even  been  advised  as  to 
why  the  Budget  Bureau  refuses  to  recognize  constitutional  and 
legislative  mandates.  I  referred  this  matter  to  the  out-going 
Governor,  who  was  Ex-Officio  Director  of  the  Budget,  but  I  am 
still  without  a  reply.  I  am,  therefore,  forced  to  report  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  North  Carolina  that  I  have  exhausted  every 
means  at  my  command  to  comply  with  the  law  and  have  this  re- 
port printed. 

It  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina when  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
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of  the  public  money  fails  to  be  published  annually  or  preserved 
in  permanent  form  as  the  Constitution  requires.  Nowhere  else 
in  any  State  record  is  such  information  annually  published. 

I  have  today  been  handed  a  copy  of  the  Budget,  and  on  page 
153  there  is  a  letter  directed  to  Honorable  O.  Max  Gardner, 
Director  of  the  Budget,  dated  October  15th,  1932,  signed  by 
Henry  Burke,  Certified  Public  Accountant,  and  countersigned 
by  Robert  G.  Deyton,  Examiner.  The  statements  contained  in 
this  letter  are  both  unfair  and  untrue,  and  when  I  reflect  upon 
the  record  of  such  men  as  Ben  Lacy,  Nathan  O'Berry  and  John 
Stedman,  I  must  resent  this  cowardly  attack  and  deliberate 
libel.  If  the  statements  contained  in  this  letter  are  true,  Ben 
Lacy  prostituted  his  oath  of  office,  and  the  official  records  of 
Nathan  O'Berry  and  John  Stedman  as  State  Treasurers  are  for- 
ever blackened.  If  these  statements  are  true,  the  present  State 
Auditor  ought  to  be  impeached.  If  they  are  not  true  the  men  who 
made  them  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  arbitrarily  control  the  fi- 
nancial affairs  of  North  Carolina,  or  to  exercise  with  uncon- 
trolled will  the  power  of  life  and  death  over  the  functions  of  the 
educational  institutions,  public  schools  and  all  other  institutions 
and  departments  of  the  State. 

If  these  statements  are  true,  where  does  the  fault  lie?  Under 
Section  23,  Chapter  100,  Public  Laws  of  1929,  known  as  the  Bud- 
get Act,  the  Director  of  the  Budget  has  full  power  and  authority 
to  make  surveys  and  examinations  of  departments  and  institu- 
tions of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  determining  "Whether  the 
proper  system  of  modern  accounting  is  had  in  such  departments, 
institutions,  commissions,  etc.,  and  to  require  and  direct  the  in- 
stallation of  same  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  is  necessary  and 
proper  in  order  to  acquire  and  to  secure  a  perfect  correlated  and 
control  system  in  the  accounting  of  all  departments,  institutions, 
commissions,  etc."  That  law  has  been  in  force  for  six  or  eight 
years.  Mr.  Burke  has  had  direct  charge,  and  never  in  all  that 
time  has  he  suggested  or  made  a  change  in  the  accounting  system 
or  the  bookkeeping  in  the  offices  referred  to.  Hence,  if  the  rec- 
ords are  "poorly  kept"  our  Budget  King  has  nodded,  and  is  now 
attempting  to  charge  what  he  conceives  to  be  his  Constitutional 
handy  men  with  the  lapses  occurring  during  his  slumber. 

If  the  records  of  these  offices  are  "fragmentary,  confused  and 
poorly  kept,"  where  does  the  Budget  Bureau  get  its  information? 
There  is  no  place  available  except  the  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's 
offices. 
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It  is  denied  that  the  bookkeeping  "is  done  by  untrained  per- 
sonnel, is  without  proper  development,  and  is  entirely  inadequate 
to  reflect  comprehensively  the  financial  transactions  of  the  gov- 
ernment." The  bookkeeping  and  accounting  system  in  the  State 
Auditor's  office  was  installed  under  the  direction  of  some  of  the 
best  accountants  in  the  United  States,  after  two  years  of  care- 
ful investigation  and  study,  and  I  believe  that  any  unprejudiced 
witness  will  bear  me  out  in  the  statement  that  it  is  adequate  and 
does  reflect  comprehensively  the  financial  transactions  of  North 
Carolina. 

It  is  denied  "that  the  audit  of  revenue  and  special  accounts  by 
the  State  Auditor  does  not  accomplish  its  purpose,  and  is  some 
cases  is  marked  by  utter  neglect."  The  judicial  records  and  pro- 
ceedings in  the  trial  courts  of  the  State  furnish  adequate  and 
convincing  proof  of  the  efficiency  of  the  audits  made  by  this  De- 
partment. 

It  is  admitted  that  there  are  not  sufficient  men  in  this  office 
to  properly  audit  all  State  Departments  and  Institutions.  I  have 
stood  before  every  Advisory  Budget  Commission  and  before 
every  Appropriation  Committee  and  pleaded  for  sufficient  ap- 
propriation to  employ  the  necessary  men  to  do  this  auditing 
work.  I  have  been  denied  this  appropriation,  I  believe,  entirely 
on  account  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Bureau.  Act- 
ually, in  1931,  I  had  to  drop  one  man  from  my  staff,  and  lost  an- 
other by  reason  of  a  severe  salary  cut,  probably  suggested  and 
made  by  the  Budget  Bureau. 

But  whether  or  not  the  records  in  the  Auditor's  and  Treas- 
urer's offices  are  "fragmentary,  confused  and  poorly  kept"  is 
incidental.  The  main  question  before  the  legislature  and  the 
people  of  North  Carolina  is  the  proper  handling  of  the  finances, 
according  to  law.  In  the  present  set-up  it  does  not  matter  what 
action  the  legislature  takes  in  reference  to  any  appropriation, 
that  appropriation  can  be  juggled,  shifted  and  diverted  in  utter 
disregard  of  legislative  mandate,  according  to  the  caprice  or  pre- 
conceived notion  of  one  man. 

If  the  legislature  makes  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  or  a  million  dollars  to  the  University,  or  any  other 
institution  of  learning,  not  one  cent  of  that  can  be  used  until 
the  President  of  the  Institution  comes  to  Raleigh  before  the  Bud- 
get King  to  ascertain  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Majesty  con- 
cerning his  notion  as  to  whether  he  will  condescend  to  recognize 
an  act  of  the  legislature. 
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The  Budget  Bureau  has  the  authority  under  Chapter  100, 
Public  Law  1929,  to  cut  appropriations  pro  rata  for  one  reason 
and  one  reason  only,  and  that  is  if  the  revenues  levied  are  not 
sufficient  to  pay  all  the  appropriations  in  full.  Actually,  the  Bud- 
get Bureau  is  exercising  authority  in  contravention  of  law  to 
destroy  departments  of  government  that  are  functioning  under 
Constitutional  and  Statutory  mandate. 

The  statement  coming  from  the  Budget  Bureau  in  reference 
to  the  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's  offices,  appears  to  be  another 
attempt  to  discredit  Constitutional  offices  for  the  purpose  of  put- 
ting all  the  accounts  and  the  expenditure  of  money  in  the  hands 
of  the  Budget  Bureau,  so  that  there  would  be  no  check  on  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  State  unless  ordered  by  a  special  legisla- 
tive investigation.  I  am  not  referring,  in  this  statement,  to  the 
honorable  gentlemen  composing  the  Advisory  Budget  Commis- 
sion. My  remarks  are  directed  towards  the  Budget  Bureau,  and 
those  who  control  it.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  an  Executive  Bud- 
get. It  ought  to  be  presented  by  the  Governor,  made  up  by  the 
Executive  Branch  of  the  Government,  and  handed  to  the  legis- 
lature for  final  action. 

And  when  the  legislature  takes  the  necessary  action  by  writing 
an  appropriation  act,  that  ought  to  be  handed  back  to  Executive 
Officers  to  administer,  with  the  power  in  the  hands  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Budget  to  cut  appropriations  pro  rata,  as  the  law  di- 
rects, to  prevent  an  overdraft  or  deficit.  The  Director  of  the 
Budget  has  asked  on  one  or  two  occasions,  for  authority  to  cut 
specific  appropriations,  and  the  legislature  has  denied  this  au- 
thority. Yet,  by  arbitrarily  withholding  allotments  made  out  of 
the  appropriations,  the  Budget  Bureau  has  deliberately  violated 
the  spirit  of  the  Budget  Act,  by  denying  to  departments  and  in- 
stitutions moneys  appropriated  by  the  legislature,  not  on  account 
of  lack  of  funds,  but  because  the  Budget  Bureau  differed  with 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  language  of  some  memoranda  going  out  from  the  Budget 
Bureau  to  the  heads  of  departments  and  institutions  has  been 
so  raw  and  discourteous  as  to  call  for  indignant  resentment.  Not- 
withstanding this,  it  is  now  proposed  to  place  into  their  hands 
the  entire  control  of  the  Public  School  Fund. 

For  all  practical  purposes  the  Budget  Bureau  is  Burke.  What 
a  picture  to  present  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina.  The  sacred 
fund  appropriated  for  the  education  of  their  children  in  the 
hands  of  a  man  who,  in  administering  his  power  in  the  past,  has 
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disclosed  an  utter  lack  of  sympathy  with  public  education,  and 
an  obstinate  disregard  for  the  ideals  which  our  fathers  have  set 
up.  An  open  assault  upon  public  education  in  this  State  hazarded 
the  job,  but  a  silent,  deliberate  cutting  of  the  life  stream  will 
gradually  do  its  deadly  work. 

The  truth,  is,  that  the  attack  upon  Constitutional  offices  and 
officers  is  the  skirmish  line  of  a  governmental  theory  that  is  seek- 
ing to  super-impose  upon  Constitutional  government,  a  Statutory 
government  not  responsible  to  the  people.  This  Statutory  gov- 
ernment is  secreted  in  the  hold  of  the  ship,  nevertheless,  it  steers 
the  course  and  chooses  the  harbor.  It  legislates,  it  adjudicates,  it 
executes,  it  ramifies  into  a  horde  of  directors  and  heads  and  as- 
sistants and  whatnots.  It  costs  money.  It  costs  tremendous 
sums  of  money.  Every  school  teacher  and  State  employee  is 
taxed,  in  the  form  of  reduced  compensation,  to  furnish  its  equip- 
age and  retainers.  We  must  return  to  the  Constitution  and  the 
simplicity  and  economy  which  it  requires  and  fosters. 

How  long  must  the  legislature  stand  powerless,  and  Constitu- 
tional authority  impotent?  What  relief  has  such  a  system  of- 
fered? What  plan  has  the  Budget  Bureau  suggested,  with  all 
this  super-government?  We  are  still  maintaining  a  twelve  or 
fifteen  million  dollar  deficit,  and  our  debt  is  not  decreasing. 

As  for  me,  I  stand,  and  shall  continue  to  stand  upon  the  rock 
of  Constitutional  government,  until  the  people  in  their  sovereign 
capacity  shall  establish  and  ordain  a  different  order.

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ARRANGEMENT  OF  MATERIAL 


In  order  to  show  clearly  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  spend- 
ing agency,  or  undertaking  of  the  State,  a  functional  rather  than  alpha- 
betical arrangement  is  used.  The  same  arrangement  serves  both  receipts 
and  disbursements,  but  for  convenience,  these  are  presented  separately,  the 
disbursements  preceding  the  receipts. 

These  agencies  or  undertakings  are  grouped  under  twelve  heads  or 
activities.  The  recapitulation  is  given  first,  followed  by  summaries  which 
in  most  cases  are  supported  by  detailed  analyses.  In  some  instances,  par- 
ticularly with  regard  to  receipts,  no  supporting  analyses  appear,  since 
the  detail  would  consist  of  but  one  item  and  hence  furnish  no  more  in- 
formation than  that  shown  in  summary. 

The  activities  of  heads  under  which  the  agencies  or  undertakings  are 
grouped,  are  as  follows : 

/.  General  Administration 
II.  Protection  to  Person  and  Property 

III.  Develojiment  and  Conservation  of  Natural  Resources 

IV.  Conservation  of  Health  and  Sanitation 
V.  Highways 

VI.  Charities,  Corrections  and  Welfare 
VII.  Education 

VIII.  Parks,  Sites  and  Reservations 
IX.  Pensions,  Public  Printing  and  Miscellaneous 

X.  Interest,  Discount  and  Premiums 
XL  General  Non-Governmental  Costs* 
XII.  Federal,  Trust  and  Revolving  Funds 

DEFINITION  OF  TERMS 

In  presenting  the  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  effort  has 
been  made  to  avoid  technical  accounting  terms.  In  some  instances  this  has 
been  difficult,  and  in  order  to  clear  up  possible  ambiguity,  comments  ex- 
planatory of  captions  used  in  the  statements  are  given  below. 

Captions  on  Disbursement  Statements 

CURRENT  EXPENSE.  Expenditures  from  the  general  fund  for  the 
current  operations,  i.e.,  maintenance  costs. 

OUTLAY  FROM  BOND  SALES.  Self-explanatory.  Includes  special 
funds  expended  solely  for  additions  and  permanent  improvements  as  op- 
posed to  current  operations. 

REFUNDS  OF  GENERAL  FUND  REVENUE  COLLECTED  IN 
ERROR.    Self-explanatory. 

GENERAL  FUND  NON-COST  DISBURSEMENTS.  These  relate  to 
disbursements  offset  by  corresponding  non-revenue  receipts  and  chargeable 


*  Carried    under   Receipts   as    "Miscellaneous    Non-Revenue   Receipts." 
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to  the  general  fund.  For  example,  a  department  sells  a  typewriter,  turns 
the  proceeds  back  to  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund,  and 
then  spends  this  money  as  a  part  of  and  in  conjunction  with  its  regular 
appropriation. 

SPECIAL  FUND  NON-COST  DISBURSEMENTS.  Same  as  above 
except  that  the  offsetting  receipts  are  credited  to  a  special  fund  instead  of 
to  the  general  fund. 

Captions  on  Receipts  Statements 

GENERAL  FUND  REVENUE  RECEIPTS.  Relate  to  collections  and 
cash  receipts  turned  in  to  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
fund,  applicable  to  the  current  support  of  the  State  Government.  Income 
taxes  are  an  example  of  this  class  of  receipts. 

SPECIAL  FUND  REVENUE  RECEIPTS.  Relate  to  receipts  credited 
to  a  special  fund  to  be  used  for  a  special  purpose  as  designated  in  the  law. 
Receipts  from  automobile  licenses  set  aside  for  highway  purposes  illustrate 
this  type  of  receipts. 

GENERAL  FUND  REFUNDS  OF  EXPENSE.  These  refunds  are  in 
effect  reimbursements,  i.e.,  repayments  to  the  State  of  moneys  previously 
expended  by  it;  consequently  they  cannot  be  classed  as  true  revenues. 

GENERAL  FUND  NON-REVENUE  RECEIPTS.  These  are  receipts 
and  applicable  to  the  general  fund,  but  considered  non-revenue  producing 
since  they  are  offset  by  corresponding  disbursements.  For  example,  should 
the  Library  Commission  be  repaid  by  a  county  for  a  traveling  library 
loaned  to  and  lost  by  the  county,  such  money  would  be  classed  as  a  general 
fund  non-revenue  receipt,  the  amount  being  an  offset  against  the  cost  of 
replacement  rather  than  a  revenue. 

SPECIAL  FUND  NON-REVENUE  RECEIPTS.  These  are  identical 
with  the  above  except  that  such  receipts  are  applicable  to  a  special  fund 
instead  of  the  general  fund.  Money  from  highway  bonds  is  an  example  of 
this  class  of  non-revenue  receipts.  It  is  non-revenue  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  at  some  date  these  bonds  must  be  paid  for.
